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Substitute Bill Introduced Would 


Kestrain Their Political 


Tendencies. 


EACH COUNTY TO RETAIN 


HALF OF LICENSE FEES 


Officials Would bo Confined to Their 


Own Counties Instead of Being 


Allowed to Travel All 


Over Stato. 


MADISON, Wis., May 14.—In ordering 


1. third reading to a substitute for the 
wolf bounty bill lust night, the senate 
took the initial step toward divorcing 
the oflice of deputy game warden from 
politics. The substitute was introduced 
l\y Senator Kiordan, who explained that 
it would do much to restrain the politi- 
cal activity of deputy wardens and pro- 
mote their efficiency and usefulness. 
It 


•would, lie said, put a stop to the nseless 
and expensive practice of sending deputy 
warden.-* from Kcnosha, or Racine, or any 
other county in the southern part of 'the 
state up into the northern woods (o pro- 
.tect game. He declared that deputy war- 
dens from the southern part of The state 
did not do good work in the. northern 
•woods, but loitered around the railroad 
tracks, slimmer resorts, and other inhab- 
ited points, being afraid to go out cruis- 
ing iu the woods for fear of gelling lost. 


The principal feature of the substitute 


bill provides that each county shall re- 
tain one-half of its fees for issuing hunt- 
ing licenses, instead of turning it nil over 
•to the s'tale, and that such fees shall con- 
stitute, a hunting license fund to he. used 
for the protection of game in that partic- 
ular county. 
Under the present law the 


state frame warden is authorized at the 
request of any county to appoint a de- 
pulv warden for that county, who shall 
be paid by the county. But, inasmuch as 
each county is compelled to pay over to 
the state all of i'U hunting license reve- 
nues it must pay mm ont of other funds. 
For this reason, few. if any, counties have 
taken advantage of the present law re- 
specting county wardens. 


The substitute- provides that the state 


game warden shall appoint the deputy 
upon the recommendation of the district 
attorney, county judge, and county clerk, 
and that the deputy shall serve under the 
direction of the state warden. The hill 
confines a. deputy warden to 
his 
own 


county, and thus not only limits the field 
of Ifis political activity, hut enables the 
people to see what work he is doing and 
whether lit is earning his salary. 
Un- 


der the present law the large hunting 
license fund enuMes the state game war- 
den to constantly have fn service n force 
of alxiut sixty deputies, whom he sends 
all over the state. 


Senator Riordan said thn't if the bill 


were passed it would give the various 
counties about $3!>,000 a year ns their 
share of the hunting IU.-eii.-i,- fees and that 
money could be u-ed for the protection of 
their game. 


He contrasted the pre.-enl method of 


appointing deputy wardens 
with 
that 


mnde prut-Meal under the substitute bill, 
:ind decla-.ed that the proposed method 
would rcMilt in ,-eeuring more 
efficient 


officials at less expense. 


The substitute aUo provide., that coun- 


ties .shall pay a bounty of $3 .1 piece for 
wolf cubs and $."> for mature wolves, and 
authorizes them, if tiiey de.-ire. lo in- 
creuae these amounts to $"> for wolf cubs 
nnd $15 for mature wolves. 


The assembly on judiciary introduced 


a new bill 'to prevent civil conspiracies 
or agreements made in the restraint of 
trade. The bill is intended to take the 
place of the Lang anti-trust bill killed 
by the senate.

1 had instruct- 
ed the superintendent of the rural deliv- 
ers- s-ystom to lake up the question of 
thu establishment of the service in Ka- 
cine, \Valworth and Krnoshu. counties at 
as early a dale as possible, nnd they 
have thVse counties on the list so to do. 
Yeiuordav I was surprised to be inform- 
ed by the head of that bureau that the 
appropriation for rural free delivery ser- 
vice available before the lirst of July 
next, was exhausted, and, in fnct, that 
there would be a. deficit if any further 
routes were established bofore July 1st. 


Undur these conditions 1 do not sec 


how I e«n do otherwise than suspend the 
establishment or the installation of ad- 
ditional county service that is not al- 
ready in. until after the lirst of July. 


1 repeal, that I gave orders that llic 


establishment of the service in the coun- 
ties referred to should be taken up im- 
mediately following the installation of 
the service, in the counties in which it 
had already been made.

There never was a time in the history 


of Racine coun'ty that money loaners 
were more cautious to make Io,ins than 
at present. And 
money 
is becoming 


scarce, for lonners do not. care to make 
loans until they know just what laws 
the Madison legislators arc 
going 
to 


make, pertaining to the taxing of mort- 
gages. 


It is noticed that all. or at least the 


majority of mortgages, filed at the regis- 
ter of deeds office, contain a, stipulation 
that in ease special tax levy ij required, 
the borrower shall be responsible. 
This 


makes it rather burdensome for the bi- 
ter and many do not care to 'take nioney 
on thc.-c condition-;. 


J.ast night it is understood that the 


senate committee on assessment nnd col- 
lection of taxes reported a substitute for 
the mortgage, taxation bill that has-pass- 
ed the assembly, and it is probable that 
the question will follow the course of the 
primary and ad valorem measures into 
conference, with no 'telling what kind of 
complications may ensue before a set- 
tlement is arrived at. 
The substitute 


probably will gn through the senate un- 
der suspension of the rules. 


The senate substitute differs from the 


assembly measure iu Iha't it provides that 
ihc mortgage shall not be assessed if 
the mortgagee and mortgager contract 
to pay the full taxes on the value of the 
property.

piy was turned on. Immediately after- 
ward, 
a slight explosion, was heard, 


flames burst out and the car tilled with 
.-moke. The passengers dazed with sleep 
and haif.blinde.d by the smoke, made a 
ru-h 
for the outside. A woman was 


knocked down and suffered slight injur- 
ies to 'her back and arm, but said that 
she was not seriously hurt. An old gen- 
tleman who had difficulty in getting out 
of his berth close to the point where the 
lire started, was nearly suffocated, but 
vrns finally assisted from the car and 
later recovered. The blnze was finally 
extinguished and a hunt was made for 
the, passenger's valuable;. Among those 
Tvlio said they hod money was A. Frcschl 
of Chicago. B, K. Knplain, of New York, 
snid he left about .$30,000 in money and 
securities in the car. After the search 
a wallet containing the missing securi- 
ties wns found nnd Mr. Knplain then 
snid he had recovered, everything except 
^ome money winch was burned up in liU 
clothes. The handbags and clothing of 
most ot the passengers wore watersonk- 
cd. The women were taken to a hotel 
nnd the men provided with overalls and 
shoes. •

SAN FRANCISCO, May 14.—Under a 


balmy sky and on Ilia Greensward of -Un- 
ion square this morning President Roose- 
velt participated in-the dedication of the 
monument erected in commemoration of 
the victory of the American navy at Ma- 
nila.. The monument consists of a. high 
shaft of white California, granite, sur- 
mounted by a bronze figure of Victory, 
holding in one outstretched 
hand a 


wreath and in the other n :;ridend. 


The president was encofted from the 


hotel to the square b'y all of the marines 
of the warships in the harbor. 


On the stand from which he addressed 


the assembled multitude were the offi- 
cers of the warships in San Francisco 
Bay and vicinity, and the officers of the 
cruiser Grafton, the flagship of the Brit- 
ish Pacific squadron. 


In a few words Chairman James G. 


Piiclin presented the monument to the 
city of San Francisco and it 
was 
as 


briefly accepted by Mayor Schmitz, on be- 
half of the municipality. 


President Roos27elt said San Francisco 


should glory in commemorating the na- 
ey's victory at Manila, as it had opened 
the Pacific ocean to American commerce 
and more thai any other event had con- 
tributed to giving the United States a 
high place among the naval powers. He 
dwelt on the necessity of preparing ships 
armament and men for the navy. Naval 
battles are fought in advance and the 
Americans won at Manila because they 
had made ready for the strike. The ne- 
cessity of improving the navy was first 
made apparent in 18S2 and all of the 
warships we now have were built since 
•that time. Since tlic last war, the naval 
strength of the United States has rapid- 
ly been increasing and under the wise 
provisions of tbc lust congress lir.s par- 
ticularly advanced.

period last year. It is pointed out that 
the 
cosmopolitan population 
and 
the 


large proportion of foreigners in the city 
may account for the high birth rate. 


T. .'I. Ledei'le. president of tho board of 


health says one reason for an increase iu 
the number of births reported over form- 
er years may be due to the fact that the 
health department now holds any physi- 
cian accountable who neglects to report 
a birth. 


At the same time that an increase in 


the birth rate is shown there has been 
a falling oil' in the pm-ent-Mge of deaths.

position 
will be a lucrative 
sinecure. 


Vou little know what trials and tribula 
nons await you. You are liable to be 
called up by a janitor or the superin- 
tendent any hour of the day or night 
The janitor "will want help to stop a leak 
in a. water pipe; the superintendent ma3' 
wauf. you to leave your business for an 
hour to assist in buying a fifteen dollar 
piano for a kindergarten. 


Laying aside all humor, I would ask 


what more honorable position could you 
accept than tiie one you have assumed? 
The position which will give you an op- 
portunity to aid in the educational in- 
terests of our city. 


You show me a. live, interested and lib- 


eral school board, <1nd I will show you 
good schools and, live teachers. But, on 
tho other hand, yon show me a city that 
has a board that is not especially inter- 
ested in school affairs except to employ 
those teachers who will keep the school 
as they say, for the least money, regard- 
less of experience or training, or a board 
tlmt will elect teachers for any other 
reason than genuine fitness, and I will 
show you a. system of sctoois that is 
poor in the extreme now, and further- 
more, until there is a change in the pol- 
icy of that school board, the schools of 
ihat city can never hope to rise above 
tho dead level of medicrity.

He spoke of the girls 
who leave school and go into factories 
and know nothing about the household 
duties. He classed it as an outrage that 
such things should prevail.

DR. W. E. BARTON. 


The toastmaster, with remarks of in- 


terest, introduced Dr. William K Bar- 
ton, of Jivanston, one of tho most noted 
scholars and pocls in the western coun- 
try, as the. speaker of the evening. Dr. 
Barton took for his subject "Mountain- 
eer Life of Kentucky and Tennessee." 
Dr. Barton is a fluent talker and handled 
his subject well, dwelling upon scenes 
and incidents of mountaineer life and re- 
lating many interesting 
and laughable 


anecdotes. He also talked of the primi- 
tive schools, with no windows, cracks in 
the walls, seals made of logs and the 
difficulties he had teaching not only the 
boys and girls of that hilly country, but 
convincing the parents and preachers of 
the progress of the outer world ar.d es- 
pecially that the world was round. 


One of the stories told by Dr. Barton 


and which was good and brought roars 
of laughter, was on Senator Joe Black- 
bum. There was going to be a hanging 
one day in the state of Tennessee. Tho 
sheriff lad the criminal on the gallows 
and was ready to adjust the black cap. 
Uc asked the doomed man if he -bad any- 
thing to say and offered him fifteen min- 
utes or in fact he could talk as long as 
he desired. The man did not desire to 
talk. About this 
time Joe Blackburn 


was campaigning 
in 
the 
country. 
A 


voice was heard from the crowd which 
said, "Will you let me talk about fifteen 
minutes," Everybody looked and 
the 


doomed man inquired, "Who is that 
man!" 
The sheriff, answering, "That is 


Joe Blackburn," and the murderer snid, 
"Well, let me die before he commences 
talking." 


The speaker continued and said: , 
The incidents which I relate to you to- 


night lie twenty years back in my own 
cxperiertte, when 1 wus a te.acher'in the 
mountains of Kentucky mid Tennessee. 
There i-> a great difference between the 
biue griu» and the mountain districts of 
Kentucky, arid the same is true of nil 
those other state* which cluster about 
West'Virginia,, and have much of then] 
ii mountainous feel inn and comparative- 
ly level. The mountain regions people 
WO or more years ugo, ^luvdy 


took unto those regions su'ih civilisation 
as they bad at that time, and fairly well 
they have maintained it. They have lost 
their educated ministry, and until re- 
cent years they had very meagre educa- 
tional advantages. The schools are now 
improving somewhat, yet . schools 
may 


still be loiind in a considerable propor- 
tion such as that I taught twenty years 
or more ago in the log school house with 
seats made of slabs, a large lire place »t 
one end and the crocks by no means in- 
significant. 


It is not a bad thing for a teacher to 


be required to demonstrate hi* art omid 
surroundings such at these, with very 
little machinery and only the teacher 
and the pupils. School ceaching in such 
a community is the reverse of dull, the 
school containing all grades from child- 
ren learning the alphabet to young peo- 
ple preparing to teach, and some inci- 
dents linger in tho memory of the teach- 
er to conic many years forward. 


It is easy to" smile at the crudity of 


life in such a region, hut the crudities of 
our own iincesters. the spinning wheel, 
and the limited kitchen appliances may 
wetl remind us of the way our own moth- 
ore did their work 100 years ago, for 
these, are our own people, our next of 
kin. 


A most thrilling story may be told, 


and which is little known among us, of 
the work which these mountain people 
did .for us in three great wars. The Rev- 
olution began at the battle'of Alamance 
Creek in May, 1771, where 200 lives Tverc 
last. In 
the battle long 
before, and 


much larger than that of Lexington, the 
Revolution gave these mountain people, 
little throw until the battle of King 
Mountain, which broke the back of Cprn- 
wallis, and prepared them for tha siege 
and surrender at Yorktown. The war 
of 1812 came on, and wns glorious for us 
upon the sea, but disastrous on the land. 
'Hip. northwest territory won for Ameri- 
ca by the valor of Gen. Roger Clark, one 
of 
those same mountaineers, was dis- 


gracefully surrendered without a strug- 
gling order forward. At 
New Orleans 


the victorious army of Packinghain met 
some of these .same mountaineers, com- 
manded by one of them,.Andrew Jack- 
sort, there it wa; that Packinghanrs 
troops, 
that had withstood 
Napoleon, 


played back before these mountaineers in 
their cotton battle, effort, but 
n, third 


and greater struggle was before them, in 
the civil war. 
These mountain states or 


portions of states remained loyal, as they 
had doubtless been more or less anti- 
confederates, and like Lincoln, held to 
us for the preservation of the union. 
These mountaineers held Kentucky in 
the union, divided Tennessee in this sen- 
timent, and cause_d West Virginia to se- 
cede from secession, and added a new 
star to the flap. More than this, they 
furnished 150.000 loyal troops. It was 
this that turned the tide of battle, and 
kept us united. 


The banquet came to a close with the 


audience singing "Auld Lang Syne," led 
by Miss Lillian Watts. It was a splen- 
did success and the committee in charge 
if deserving of the highest praise for the 
arrangement and carrying it out.

law of compensation as interpreted by 
Ciirlytp, Kmcrson and other philosophers 
of both ancient and modern 'times seems 
to lind its verification in recent reports 
of the census bureau showing that .the 
proportion of deaths from accidents in 
the United States is iu.ci-cii.bing. Accord- 
ing to 'this census report, the proportion 
of'deaths from accidental causes in 1000 
was 57.0 in a total of 1,000 death* from 
all causes. In 1S!>0 the proportion was 
onlv ">.'3.". 
Somo curious facts brought 


out by .this same report arc that the 
death'rale due to accidents and injuries 
is highest among persons forty-five years 
of age and over; that the average^age 
of death from accidents is about tliirty- 
,hrce and a half years, and that -the war- 
mer months show a, larger proportion of 
fatal accidents than the cooler, onc-s. In 
March the country is a more dangerous 
place w live in than ihc city, and in ' 
May and June the reverse is true.

likely to die from accident as from old 
age, and that

Forcing Growth 
oi 
Trees.—A now 


method has lately been put to -the test 
of experiment in .the Crimea, 'that of sup- 
plying trees with the food necessary for 
their growth through the trunk, thus dis- 
pensing -with the slow process of nature, 
•which can only work by means of the 
roots. SalU of iron, either ill liquid of 
a solid form, have been introduced by 
cutting a hole in the stem. An account 
of these proceedings has been recently 
read before the Imperia1 Botanical so- 
ciety of St. Petersburg. The system has 
been applied to 800 fruit trees, and pho- 
tographs showed that it had quite fulfill- 
cofthe expectations.—Anglo-Russian.

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Substitute Bill Introduced Would 


Restrain Their Political 


Tendencies. 


EACH COUNTY TO RETAIN 


HALF OF LICENSE FEES 


Officials Would bo Confined to Their 


Oivn Counties Instead of Being 


Allowed to Travel All 


Over State. 


MADISOX, Wis., May 14.—In ordering 


a third reading to a substitute for the 
wolf bounty bill last nigh't, the scnaic 
took the initial step toward divorcing 
the office of deputy game warden from 
politics. The substitute was introduced 
liy Senator Eiordan, who explained that 
it would do much to restrain the politi- 
cal activity of deputy wardens and pro- 
mote their efficiency and usefulness. 
It 


would, be said, put a stop to the useless 
and expensive practice of sending deputy 
wardens from Kenosha, or Kadnc. or any 
other county in the southern part of 'the 
state up into the northern woods to pro- 
.tect game. He declared that deputy war- 
dens from the southern part of the state 
did not do good work in the northern 
woods, but loitered around the railroad 
tracks, summer resorts, and other inhab- 
ited points, being afraid to go out cruis- 
ing in the woods for fear of getting lost. 


The principal feature of the substitute 


bill provides that each county shall re- 
tain one-half of its fees for issuing hunt- 
ing licenses, instead of turning it all over 
to the State, and that such fees shall con- 
stitute a hunting license, fund to he. used 
lor the protection of game in that partic- 
ular county. Under the present law the 
state game warden is authorized at the 
request of any county to appoint a de- 
puty warden for that county, who shall 
be paid by the county. But, inasmuch as 
each county is compelled to pay over to 
the state all of its hunting license reve- 
nues it must pay mm out of other funds. 
For this reason, few, if any, counties have 
taken advantage of the present law re- 
specting county wardens. 


The substitute provides tha't the state 


game warden shall appoint the deputy 
upon the recommendation of the district 
attorney, county judge, and county clerk, 
and that the deputy shall serve under the 
direction of the state warden. The bill 
confines a deputy warden to 
his own 


county, and thus not only limits the field 
of Iris political activity, but enables the 
people to sec what work he is doing and 
whether he is earning his salary. 
Un- 


der the present !au* the large hunting 
license fund enables the state game war- 
den to constantly have Jn service a force 
of about sixty deputies, whom lie sends 
all over the state. 


Senator Riordan said tha't if the bill 


were passed it would give the various 
counties about 839.000 a year as their 
share of the hunting license fees and that 
money could be used for the protection of 
their game. 


He contrasted the present method of- 


appointing deputy wardens with 
that 


made practical under the substitute bill, 
and declared that the proposed method 
would result in securing more 
efficient 


officials at less expense. 


Tlie substitute also provides that coun- 


ties shall pay a bounty nf S3 apiece for 
wolf cubs and ?5 for mature wolves, and 
authorizes them, if they desire, to in- 
crease these amounts to $5 for wolf cubs 
and $15 for mature wolves. 


The assembly on judiciary introducer! 


a new bill 'to prevent civil conspiracies 
or agreements made in the restraint of 
trade. The bill is intended to take the 
place of the Lang anti-trust bill killed 
by the senate. 


Senator .T. .T. McGillivray's coal re- 


port bill was killed today in the upper 
house, also a. measure licensing architects 
by a vote of 17 to 10. 


Wisconsin is n-ow in a fair way to take 


the preliminary steps toward having an 
income tax. 
The senate took up and 


amended joint resolution Xo. 2SA, pro- 
viding for an income tax. It had already 
passed the assembly, 
bnt 
the 
senate 


amended it to read as follows when con- 
curred in: 


"The rule of taxation shall be uniform, 


and taxes 
shall be levied 
upon such 


property as the legislature 
shall pro- 


scribe: provided, that the legi-ibi'iire may 
provide for a graduate tax on incomes."

1 had instruct- 
ed the superintendent of the rural deliv- 
ery system to take up the question of 
the establishment of the service in Ra- 
cine, Wai worth and Kenosha counties at 
as early a date as possible, and they 
have these counties on the. list so to do. 
Yesterday I was surprised to be inform- 
ed by the head of that bureau that the 
appropriation for rural free delivery ser- 
vice available before the first of July 
next, was exhausted, and, in fact, that 
there would be a deficit if any further 
route* were established before July 1st. 


Undnr these conditions I do not see 


how I can do otherwise than suspend the 
establishment or the installation of ad- 
ditional county service that is not al- 
ready in. until after the first of July. 


1 repeat, that I gave orders that the 


establishment of the service in the coun- 
ties referred to should be taken lip im- 
mediately following the installation of 
the service in the counties in which it 
had already been made.

MONEY LOANERS AWAIT 


COURSE OF LEGISLATION 


Morteace Taxation Jiill Now Pending — 


Money Scarcer 33ecan**> of Uncertnln- 


ty Resrardinfr Outcome. 


There never was a time in the history 


of Racine county that money loaners 
were more cautious to make loans than 
at present. And money is becoming 
scarce, for loaners do not. care to make 
loans until they know just what laws 
the Madison legislators are 
going 
to 


make, pertaining to the taxing o£ mort- 
gages. 


It is noticed that all, or at least the 


majority of mortgages, filed at the regis- 
ter of deeds office, contain a stipulation 
that in case special tax levy is required, 
the borrower shall be responsible. This 
makes it rather burdensome for the lat- 
ter and man\' do not care to 'take money 
on these conditions. 


Last night it. is understood that the 


senate committee on assessment and col- 
lection of taxes reported a substitute for 
the mortgage taxation bill that has-pass- 
ed the assembly, and it is probable that 
the question will follow the course of the 
primary and ad valorem measures into 
conference, with no telling what kind of 
complications may ensue before a set- 
tlement is arrived at. 
The substitute 


probably will go through the senate un- 
der suspension of the rules. 


The senate substitute differs from the 


assembly measure in tha't it provides that 
the mortgage shall not be assessed if 
the mortgagee and mortgager contract 
to pay the full taxes on the value of the 
property. 


PILLBOILDERS CAN CONTINUE 


Attempts to Secure Anti-CIearette Legisla- 


tion at Madison Fail, 


Dealers in cigarettes and smokers of 


the same can continue as heretofore, un- 
liimleral by Wisconsin statutes. There 
will be no anti-cigarette legislation by 
this legislature. In the senate at Madi- 
son yesterday the bill prohibiting the 
sale of cigarettes in Wisconsin was kill- 
ed and the bill fixing the license for the 
sale of cigarettes in this state at $300 
was killed. 


The impression prevails 
at 
Madison 


that the American Tobacco company 
has had lobbyists at Madison all winter 
fighting these anti-cigarette bills. 


The killing of the bills does not dis- 


courage the anti-cigarette league mem- 
bers in Racine. 
Officers state that they 


will continue the good work and take in 
all of tlie recruits possible. They are 
confident that sooner or later there will 
be a law passed prohibiting the sale of 
the cigarelle in the state or making a 
lax so liigh Unit tobacco men will not 
care to handle the goods.

PRESIDENT SPEAKS 


OF DEWEY'S VICTORY 


In Address at Dedication ol Mon- 


ument He Says Americans 


Won Because Ready to 


.Strike. 


SA2T FRANCISCO, May 14.—Under a 


balmy sky and on the Greensward of Un- 
ion square this morning President Roose- 
velt participated in' the dedication of the 
monument emoted in commemoration of 
the victory of the American navy at Ma- 
nila. The monument consists of a high 
shaft of white California, granite, 
sur- 


mounted by a, bronze figure of Victory, 
holding in one outstretched 
hand a 


wreath and in the other a iridend. 


The president was escorted from the 


hotel to the square b'y all o£ the marines 
of the warships in the harbor. 


On the stand from which he addressed 


the assembled multitude ivere the offi- 
cers of the warships in. San Francisco 
Bay and vicinity, and the officers of the 
cruiser Grafton, the flagship of the Brit- 
ish Pacific squadron. 


In a few words Chairman James G. 


Phelin presented the monument to the 
city of San Francisco and it 
was 
as 


briefly accepted by Mayor Schmite, on be- 
half of the municipality. 


President Roosevelt said San Francisc9 


should glory in commemorating the na- 
c.y's victory at Manila, as it had opened 
the Pacific ocean to American commerce 
and more than any other event had con- 
tributed to giving the United States a 
high place among the naval powers. He 
dwelt on the necessity of preparing ships 
armament and men for the navy. Naval 
battles are, fought in advance and the 
Americans won at Manila because they 
had made ready for the strike. The ne- 
cessity of improving the navy was first 
made apparent in 1SS2 and all of 'the 
warships we now have were buili since 
•that time. Since the last war, the naval 
strength of the United States has rapid- 
ly'been increasing -and under the wise 
provisions of the last congress hr.» par- 
ticularly advanced. 


He urged practical work at sea, pertic- 


ularly in marksmanship, saying: 


"Remember that the shots that count 


in war are the ones that hit."

12.—Governor 


ILa Follettc sent another communication 
to the legislature last evening, urging 
close scrutiny of appropriation bills and 
calling attention io the fact that the 
expenditure of public money by bills al- 
ready paasfd nnd pending is in excess of 
tho appropriations by the legislature two 
years ngo. 


The governor again makes a thrust at

justly burdened. 


The governor also sent two veto mes- 


Fnges to the senate, one of a bill relative 
to tiie Milwaukee district court, the real 
purpose of which, the governor says, is 
to increase the reporter's salary; 
the 


other of. a bill authorizing a dam across 
the Kickapoo river. The new bill pro- 
viding for Wisconsin 
grain 
inspection 


reached the senate as passed by the as- 
pembly and was ordered placed on Wed- 
nesday's calendar. A number of women 
were present in the assembly to watch 
Evans' bill providing for the submission 
of a constitutional amendment to pel*, 
juit women to vote. 
The amendment 


voted 44 to 42. to reconsider the vote by 
which it had killed the bill, but a moment 
later the assembly again killed the bill. 


An agreement was reached by the com- 


mittee on conference on the ad valorem 
railroad taxation bill late last night. The 
senate members of. the committee, after 
Gubmitiinpr a statement sustaining their 
contention in favor of the section ex- 
empting bonds from taxation, proposed 
to recede in order that every doubt re- 
specting validity might be dispelled and 
that every uncertainty surrounding the 
measure might lie removed. The propo- 
sition was accepted, and subsequently 'the 
joint report of the committee was adopt- 
ed by the assembly ainid some applause. 
The senate had adjourned,before the com- 
mittee finished its deliberations, but ac- 
'tion in that body will be taken this morn- 
ing, and the bill will be ready for the 
governor as soon thereafter as it can be 
enrolled.

others will follow soon. 
Fully 1,000 


families will join the movement to seek 
freedom on the American continent. The 
land secured by us is a beautiful fertile 
strip known as Santa Rusala in the state 
of Chihuahua and near Orlie station on 
the Mexican railroad. Men are now at 
work sowing corn. The new comers will 
be landed at Vera Cruz. We would have 
liked to bring them to the United States, 
but the immigration laws are too strict 
to allow of that. 


"We Boers are now practically a peo- 


ple without a home but we hope to find 
one in this country. Our success in get- 
ting this tract of land was in great part 
due to the assistance of President Diaz, 
Enrique Crel and Mr. Liinontour, 
the 


minister of finance.

piled by the board of health show that 
the population of the city of New York 
is increasing at a remarkably radid rate. 


The births reported 
in 
Manhattan 


Borough 
alone during the 
first 
four 


months of the present year were 2,000 
in excess of those reported in the same 
period last year. It is pointed out that 
the 
cosmopolitan population 
and 
the 


large proportion of foreigners in the city 
may account for the high birth rate. 


T. J, Lederlc, president of the board of 


health says one reason for <nn increase in 
the number of births reported over form- 
er years may be due to the fact that the 
health department now holds any physi- 
cian accountable who neglects to report 
a birth. 


At the same time that an increase in 


the birth rate is shown there has been 
a falling off in the percentage of deaths. 


In 1000 the total number of births in 
i-e city was S1,72I, and the birth rate 
in 
each 
thousand of population 
was 


•23.72. Last year the births were Su,C43, 
and the rate 23.53. During the first four 
months of this year there were reported 
an excess over tiie some months last year 
of 1,000 births in Brooklyn and of 500 
in the Bronx. 


The city has also gained enormously

Taking 
all 


things into consideration, the board of 
health has estimated that the population 
of the city has grown from 3,437,202 at 
the time of the last federal census in 
1000, to 3,732,930 at present.

Based upon observation in the school 


room in many of the cities of Wisconsin, 
1 want to say to the board, without fear 
of contradiction, that a more intelligent, 
well trained, conscientious, enthusiastic, 
and I might truthfully add, finer looking 
corps of teachers and principals is not 
to be found within the borders of the 
Badger state. 


It is unfortunate that school boards 


cannot come, in closer touch withrthe ac- 
tual work of the schools by attending 
some of the teachers' meetings, and riot 
only listen, but enter into the discus.- 
sions. 
_A word to the new commissioners. 
You liave assumed with 115 a share of 
this responsibility of which I have just 
spoken. Think not your way will be a 
pathway strewn with roses, or that your 
position 
will be a lucrative 
sinecure. 


You little know what trials and tribula- 
tions await you. You. are liable to be 
called up by a janitor or the superin 
temlent any -hour of the day or night. 
The janitor will want help to stop a leak 
in a. water pipe; the superintendent may 
want you to leave your business for an 
hour to assist in buying a fifteen dollar 
piano for a kindergarten. 


Laying aside all humor, I would ask 


what more honorable position could you 
accept than the one you have assumed? 
The position which will give you an op- 
portunity to aid in the educational in- 
terests of our city. 


You show me a live, interested and lib- 


eral school board, and I will show you 
good schools and live teachers. But, on 
the other hand, you show me a city that 
has a board that is not especially inter- 
ested in school affairs except to employ 
those teachers who will keep the school 
as they say, for the least money, regard- 
less of experience or training, or a board 
that will elect teaehers for any other 
reason than genuine fitness, and I will 
show you a system of schools that is 
poor in the extreme now, and further- 
more, until there is a change in the pol- 
icy of that school board, the schools of 
that city can never hope to rise above 
the dead level of medicrity. 


RESPONSE TO •WELCOME. 


Toastmaster Smith, in liis usual hap- 


py and interesting vein, introduced 
Charles Freeman, president of the board 
of education, to deliver the response to 
the welcome, paying Mr. Freeman a high 
compliment, saying he was the best pres- 
ident the board of education that could 
be found in the whole state. 


Mr. Freeman spoke off-hand, having no 


prepared address. He incidentally re- 
marked as a preliminary that he saw 
that his friend Smith was at it ngain, 
with has same old flattery. He had not 
made any preparation and gave the rea- 
sons why, the main one being that Mrs. 
Freeman had just returned from a seven 
weeks' visit and it required most of his 
time to attend to her, and there he was 
without a speech. He did 
not 
know 


how the board of education felt about it, 
but he was glad to be present. He was 
glad to meet so many teaehers. 
It was 


the first time he had the pleasure of 
meeting so many. It would be a good 
scheme to get around among the teach- 
ers more than had been the custom in 
the past. He knew he wished he had 
done so. 


Mr. Freeman then touched upon the 


manual training and domestic art being 
established in the High school. He spoke 
of visits made to various cities of the 
country and how urgent and necessary 
it was for Racine to adopt the system 
or rather studies. He spoke of the girls 
who leave school and go into factories 
and know nothing about the household 
duties. He classed it as an outrage that 
such things should prevail. He hoped 
that the Racine council, board of educa- 
tion and citizens of Racine would take 
interest in' the important matter. 


DR. W. E. BARTON. 


The toastmaster, with remarks of in- 


terest, introduced Dr. William E. Bar- 
ton, of Evanston, one of tho most noted 
scholars and poets in the western coun- 
try, as the speaker of the evening. Dr. 
.Barton took for his subject "Mountain- 
eer Life of Kentucky and Tennessee." 
Dr. Barton is a fluent talker and handled 
his subject well, dwelling upon scenes 
and incidents of mountaineer liie and re- 
lating many interesting and laughable 
anecdotes. He also talked of the primi- 
tive schools, with, no windows, cracks in 
the walls, seats made of logs and the 
difficulties he had teaching not only the 
boys and girls of that hilly country, but 
convincing the parents and preachers of 
the progress of the outer world and es- 
pecially that the world was round. 


One of the stories told by Dr. Barton 


and which was good and brought roars 
of laughter, was on Senator Joe Black- 
bum. There was going to be a hanging 
one day in the slate of Tennessee. The 
sheriff tad the criminal on the gallows 
and was ready to adjust the black cap. 
He asked the doomed man if he had any- 
thing to say and offered him fifteen min- 
utes or in fact he could talk as long as 
he desired. The man did not desire to 
talk. About this 
time Joe Blackburn 


was campaigning 
in 
the country. A 


voice was heard from the crowd which 
said, "Will you let me talk about fifteen 
minutes." Everybody looked and 
the 


doomed man inquired, ''Who is that 
man!" The sheriff, answering, "That is 
Joe Blackburn," and the murderer said, 
"Well, let me die before he commences 
talking." 


The speaker continued and said: , 
The incidents which I relate to you to- 


night lie twenty years back in ray own 
experience, when i was a teache'r'in .the 
mountains of Kentucky and 
Tennessee. 


There is a great difference between the 
biue gross and the mountain, districts of 
Kentucky, and the same is true of all 
those otter states which cluster about 
West'Virginia, and have mucli of them 
a mountainous section and comparative- 
ly level. The mountain regions people 
WO or more years -ugo, iiardy pioneers, i 


took unto those regions sui;h civilization 
as they had at that time, arid fairly well 
they have maintained it. They have lost 
their educated ministry, arid until re- 
cent years they had very iaeagre educa- 
tional advantages. The "schools are now 
improving somewhat, yet . scmools 'may 
still be found in a considerable propor- 
tion sueli as that I taught twenty years 
or more ago in the log school house with 
seats made of slabs, a large fire place at 
one end and the cracks by no means in- 
significant. 
:

It is not a bad thing for a teacher to 


be required to demonstrate his art amid 
surroundings such at these, with very 
little maoliiniiry and only the teacher 
and the pupils. 
School coaching in such. 


a community is the reverse of dull, the 
school containing all grades from child- 
ren learning the alphabet to young peo- 
Sle preparing to teach, and some ind- 


ents linger in the memory of 'the tea.eh- 


er to come many years forward. 


It is easy to smile at the crudity of 


life in such a region, but the crudities of 
our own ancestors, the spinning wheel, 
and the limited kitchen appliances may 
well remind us of the way our own moth- 
ers, did their work 100 years ago, for 
those are our own people, our next of 
kin. 


A most thrilling story may be told, 


and wlii-ch is little known among us, of 
the work which these mountain people 
did .for us in three great wars. The Rev- 
olution began at the battle'of Alamance 
Creek in May, 1771, where 200 lives-were 
last. In 
the battle long before, and 


much larger than that of Lexington, the 
Revolution gave these mountain people, 
little throw until the battle of King 
Mountain, which broke the back of Corn- 
wallis, and prepared them for the siege 
and surrender at Yorktown. The war 
of 1812 came on, and was glorious for us 
upon the sea, but disastrous on the land. 
The northwest territory won for Ameri- 
ca by the valor of Gen. Roger Clark, one 
of those same mountaineers, was dis- 
gracefully surrendered without a strug- 
gling order forward,- At 
New 
Orleans 


the victorious army of Packingham met 
some of these same mountaineers, com- 
manded by one of them,.Andrew Jack- 
son, there it was that Packingham-'s 
troops, that had withstood Napoleon, 
played back before these mountaineers in 
their cotton battle effort, but a third 
and greater struggle was before them, in 
the civil war. These mountain states or 
portions of states remained loyal, as they 
had doubtless been more or less anti- 
confederates, and like Lincoln, held to 
us for the preservation of the union. 
These _ mountaineers held Kentucky 
in 


the union, divided Tennessee in this sen- 
timent, and caused West Virginia to se- 
cede from secession, and added a new 
star to the flag. More than this, they 
furnished 150.000 loyal troops. It was 
this that turned the tide of battle, and 
kept us united. 


The banquet came to a. close with the 


audience singing "Auid Lang Syne," led 
by Miss Lillian Watts. It was a splen- 
did success and the committee in charge 
is deserving of the highest praise for the 
arrangement and carrying it out.

Every new machine that is patented 


this company gobbles it up or claim it 
is an infringement on their patents, and 
in_ the long run -the poor inventor is 
crushed, for even if he proves no in- 
fringement they crowd him out of fac- 
tories with, their iroa clad contracts and 
thus they are the great controlling pow- 
er of shoe machinery. 


A suit for ¥1,000,000 damages has just 


been brought by Harry Cilly. of Boston, 
against this United Shoe Machinery com- 
pany, in the United States circuit court. 


The plaintiff says he lias been engaged 


in the business of manufacturing shoe 
machinery, in which 
he has 
invested 


about §300,000, the principal part of that 
amount consisting in domestic and for- 
eign patents. He sues under Section 2, 
Chapter 647, of the act of ISflO. entitled, 
"An act to protect trade and commerce 
against unlawful restraints and monopo- 
lies." He assert? that the defendant has 
attempted to monopolize a p.v.-t of the 
trade or commerce in shoe maehn;cry and 
has wrongfully obtained control of the 
market for its sale to the exclusion of 
himself. His business, he declares, has 
been destroyed and his property render- 
ed useless. 


Boot and shoe manufacturers all over 


the country are praying tha.t the plain- 
tiff will win out and break the back of 
this unjust and arbitrary monopoly.

HONESTY VINDICATED 


Gist of Decision of Supreme Court De 


Clares Claims Against Him in Main 


by Plaintiff Were Dis- 


proved. 


The supreme court in the suit of Hart 


vs. Hart, recently decided, fully vindi- 
cates the late John S. Hart in his busi- 
ness methods an-1 honesty. 


The supreme court lui.s compelled the 


plaintiff to pay half the costs, although 
she has recovered a judgment of over 
eighteen hundred dollars, which is an un- 
usual circumstance. The court says on 
this subject: 


"Further objection is made 
beeause 


full costs were (-fixed (in the court below) 
in favor of plaintiff. The mattcf of costs 
rests in the sound discretion of the trial 
court under some 
general 
established 


rules as to what is equitable in such 
matters, nnd subject to review for abuse 
of judicial authority. If the judgment 
complained of were to be affirmed on the 
merits, the derision below as to costs 
would not be disturbed. 
However, the 


aspect of the case now is so changed from 
1li.it apparent to the trial court that it is 
by no means certain or even probable 
tha't such court would give full costs to 
the plaintiff if the matter were to be de- 
cided there. 


As the case stand? it is a very proper 


one for a division of costs between the 
Arties. 
Xo reprehensible, fault is 
dis- 


covered in the conduct of Mr. Hart. Ev- 
rrything that came into the partnership 
business while under his charge was hon- 
estly accounted for. His manner of keep- 
ing the partnership accounts, which has 
bren the subject of so much complaint, 
stands justified in a very great degree by 
'the final outcome. It stands substantial- 
ly approved, except. a~ in the repair and 
machinery accounts. His conduct as to 
•those matters may well be attributed to 
mere mistake of 'aws, one made in solv- 
ing a question of such serious doubt and 
difficulty that i't has taken several hear- 
inirs, long litigation, and at last, upon 
careful presentation of the matter 
on 


both sides, a decision of this court, to fi- 
nally determine. 


Mr. Hart was brought 
in'to 
court 


charged, among other things, with fraud, 
which lias been wholly disproved. Manv 
untenable claims wf-rp made against him 
in the complaint, which he was compell- 
ed to make answer to and to disprove. 
Ins-tead of the condition of the partner- 
ship affairs having been kept from the 
knowledge of p!:iin'tiff. as was charged, 
it appears that .-!•,!> had ample opportun- 
ity to inform herself fully: that if she 
did Tint it was not the fault of Mr. Hart. 
Xo advanf-ai/e was taken of her by him 
by reason of his confidential relations to 
her in any respect. 


More than twenty years before this 


suit was commenced and before the ma- 
chinery and repair accounts wore charged 
to her, but after the debit balances were 
determined upon, the books were examin- 
ed and a statement of 
such 
accounts 


made and exhibited, to hrr. That showed 
due from tvie estate to the firm $7.177.10 
which was rightfully chargeable to the 
plaintiff, either directly or indirectly, as 
she ought, to have known, and it has been 
now so charged. The d-oubt and difficulty 
that has caused the expense of this li- 
iigation is as much attributable to il- 
legitimate claims of plaintiff as to such 
claims upon the part of Mr. Hart. 
On 


the whole at least one-half of the costs 
of the litigation should be paid by the 
plaintiff. 


The business in litigation commenced 


away back in the sixties and run up to 
the seventies. 
The plaintiff claimed that 


there was due her out of the business 
about $20,000.

Warlike Preparations on Every 


Hand - Press Appeals to 


Sword Unless Manchuria 


is Evacna,ted. 


VICTORIA, B. C., May 13.—Accord- 


ing to the advices rcceived'by the steam- 
er Empress o£ Indian, Japanese arsenals 
were being -worked day an night, provis 
ions were being concentrated, coal stored 
on Tspiina island and on all sides it was 
evident that Japan, doubting the extent 
of Russia's withdrawal from Maneb/uria, 
was preparing ior war. 


Hon. Sidney Fisher, Canadian minister 


of agriculture, who was one of the pas- 
sengers of the steamer, and who-had been 
in close touch with Japanese royalty and 
officialdom, says the war feeling in Jap- 
an is very strong and warlike prepar- 
tions were evident. 


Russia, continues making extensive 


military preparations. 


The North China Daily Jfews reports 


that there has been a continuous flow of 
Russian troops traveling by train from 
Harbin to Port Arthur, while other large 
bodies have been moving to the eastern 
borders of JJanchuria, 'camping in the 
vicinity of the Yalu river, which divides 
that country from Cor'ca, The warlike 
movements are causing great alai-m to 
Chinese officials and an unnamed Chinese 
official is quoted as saying that the Rus- 
sians are preparing for the inevitable 
struggle with Japan, a day which all 
Chinese officials believe to be not far 
distant. 


One report which has caused great ex- 


citement in Japan is to the effect that 
Russia is endeavoring to make an agree- 
ment with China regarding Manchuria.

Remarkable Experiments—With 
the 


object of discovering a cure for typhoid 
fever a remarkable experiment is being 
conducted at Ann Arbor university, Mich- 
igan. Six big tanks have been construct- 
ed, with a layer of gela'tine, and on these 
141 square feet or the fever germs 
are 


grown at a time. These living germs are 
scraped off, killed and bottled up. Two 
ounces of them would kill 70,000 guinea 
pigs. The object is, if possible to extract 
the poison from the germ bodie.s, feed ani- 
mals with it and try to discover an anti- 
dote. 


Glanders in Human Beings.—It is for- 


tunately a rare thing for human beings 
to be infected with glanders, but such a 
case occurred recently in New York. The 
development of bacteriology has made it 
possible to trace the cause, which a gen- 
eration ago would probably have been 
left obscure for lack of investigation of 
possible sources of infection. The victim, 
who died alter a month's illness, worked 
in a cigar factory next to a horse mar- 
ket, and the theory is that a cut finger 
was infected from a door knob which a 
hostler had handled.

Forcing Growth, 
of 
Trees.—A 
new 


method has lately been put to the test 
of experiment in the Crimea, 'that of sup- 
plying trees with the food necessary for 
their growth through the trunk, thus dis- 
pensing with the slow process of nature 
which can only -work by means of the 
roots. Salts of iron, either in liquid o 
a solid form, have been introduced by 
cutting a hole in the stem. An account 
of these proceedings has been recently 
read before the Impcria,1. Botanical so- 
ciety of St. Petersburg. The system has 
been applied to 800 fruit trees, and pho- 
tographs showed that it had quite fulfill- 
ed the expectations.—Anglo-Russian.

Facts About Fatal Accidents.—The old 


law of compensation as interpreted by 
C'arlylc, Emerson and other philosophers 
of both ancient and modern times seems 
to find its verification in recent reports 
of the census bureau showing that the 
proportion of deaths from accidents in 
the United States is incicasing. Accord- 
ing to 'this census report, the proportion 
of'deaths from accidental causes in 1900 
was 57.S in a total of 1,000 deaths from 
all causes. 
In 1S90 the proportion -was 


only 53.7. 
Somo curious facts brought 


out by this same report are that the 
death rale due to accidents and injuries 
is highest among persons forty-five years 
of age and over: that the average age 
of death from accidents is about thirty- 
three and a half years, and that the war- 
mer months show a larger proportion of 
a'tal accidents than the cooler ones. In 
\Iavch the country is a more dangerous 
ilace to live in than the city, and in 
May and June the reverse is true. 
It 


Iso appears that a person is twice as 
ikely to die from accident as from old 
ige, and that 
accidents 
happen more 


'requently and kill more persons 
in the 


locky mountain regions and on the Pa- 
iftc coast than in the Atlantic states. On 
the whole, it appears that nearly 0 per 
cent, of all deaths in the United States 
are due to acidental injuries. 
One ob- 


i-ious moral to be drawn from all this 
would seem to be the increasing need of 
exercising caution abong the complexities 
of modern life.—Leslie's Weekly.

AX UNNECESSARY MESSAGE. 


Oihkosh Northwestern: Governor La 


Follette has sent still another 
special 


message to the state legislature, this 
time calling for economy and caution in 
passing appropriation bills 
during the 


final rush of the session, and reminding 
the legislators that- "It is our dut}' to 
remember at all times that we arc the 
trustees of- the people, whom we repre- 
sent in the expenditure of public mom 
ev." As a matter of fact this is a- self- 
evident truth which tlic members of the 
legislature are not likely to forget, and 
especially as they appreciate the 
fact 


they will soon return to their respective 
homes to face their constituents and as- 
sume whatever responsibility attaches to 
their acts at the state capital. In other 
words tlie governor would be just as ful- 
ly justified in reminding the legislators 
of their oath of ollice. or in urging them 
to be fair and honest in their legislative 
actions. Of course there should be econ- 
omy and a desire to avoid unnecessary 
or extravagant 
appropriations 
of the 


public funds, but even if this tendency 
was lacking to any degree, it is scarcely 
probable 
the words 
of the 
governor 


would change the situation, or prevent 
mistakes, made either through careless- 
ness or culpability. 


The truth of it seems to be that the 


governor is too much inclined to try and 
guide and control the legislature in the 
work which it has in hand, and as a re- 
sult it leads to ihr further suspicion that 
he is more interested in the political ef- 
fect and significance of the legislative 
work than he is in legislative needs of 
the state. The duty of the executive 
does not pertain to the routine work ot 
the legislature, and 
his 
responsibility 


ends with initial suggestions and the 
prerogative of approving or disapproving 
of legislative enactments after they have 
been adopted and sent to him for final 
disposal. During the greater part, of 
the present session the governor has, 
openly, at least, refrained from any di- 
rect interference with the work of the 
law makers, and nothing will be gained 
by a change in this policy. Several spec-
